Eden Welcomes 
Russia as Ally 
of Britain 


Begs People to 
Forget Past Rela- 
tions, Remember 
British Aim 


LONDON -(/P)- Anthony 
Eden 


Tuesday formally welcomed Russia as 
an ally "in the common task of 
defeating Germany" in an address to 
the House of Commons. 


Eden urged the British nation to 


forego the political in consideration 
of facing the situation raised by the 
German drive into Russia. 


"Communism is not the issue," Eden 


told the House of Comons, adding 
"We have always hated the creed." 


"But," he continued what counts is 


that Russia is fighting the man who 
seeks to dominate the world." 


"Also, our sole task is the defeat 


of Germany," he added. 


In a review of British-Russian re- 


lations before Hitler's armies cross- 
ed the Russian frontier, the foreign 
secretary reiterated Britain's pledge 
of redemption of Poland, given when 
Germany invaded that country. 


The foreign secretary 
announced 


that Russia had formally accepted 
an offer of British military and econ- 
omic mission to cordinate in the com- 
mon task of defeating Germany.

a year longer, or the washing machine 
made to do for another year? Suppose 
cigarets cost a few cents more anc 
the price of whisky rises steeply. Sup- 
pose shaving cream comes in a glass 
jar instead of a tin tube, and anchovj 
paste can scarcely bo had at all? 
Suppose taxes rise, and one is askec 
to give to the United Service Or- 
ganizations and to buy Defense Bonds? 


Technically, some of these things 


may be called a reduction in the stan- 
dard of living. Compare it with what 
is going on in Europe according to 
a private letter from the U. S. dip- 
lomat there: "In Europe one cannot 
speak of reduction in the standard of 
living. There IS no standard of liv- 
ing. 
One gets what one can, and 


makes it do." 


It is to prevent such a situation 


that we are asked to make little 
sacrifices now. Except for the men 
called for army service, real sacri- 
fice has as yet been asked of n 
jody.

Paved Road for 
Howard County 


Nashville-Lockes- 
burg Highway to 
Be Block-Topped 


NASHVILLE — State Highway En- 


gineer W. W. Mitchell met with a 
group of business men at the court 
house in this city last Thursday af- 
ternoon, and advised that the Highway 
Department has set aside the money 
and is ready to begin work on black- 
topping Highway No. 24 the entire dis- 
tance from Nashville to Lockcsburg, 
as a federal aid project, this road 
being part of the federal system. 


Mr. Mitchell advised that the work 


will be done as a WPA project, and 
that because of the fact that all WPA 
labor in Howard county is now be- 
ing used to construct a road in north 
Howard county in preparation for the 
army maneuvers in August, the labor 
for the highway work will not be 
available until some time in August.

The people 
of Tennessee are providing the land 
for the present exercises, and the 
people of southwest Arkansas will 
tie asked for the use of their land 
Tor maneuvers during August 
and 
September.

fice space. A clerical force of local 
people is compiling a list of land own- 
ers and farm operators through the 
hearty cooperation of the county of- 
ficers and of the several Federal farm 
agencies. 


It is believed that by the 4th of 


July each land owner and farm opera- 
tor will have received a letter and 
permit forms asking him to sign the 
permit forms and return at once to the 
offices at Prescott.

Warn Citizens 
to Be on Guard 
for Typhoid 


Make Water Supply 
Safe Before Army 
Maneuvers Here 
in August 


A special warning against possible 


infection of drinking water with typ- 
hoid during the Second Army maneu- 
vers involving upward of 80,000 sold- 
iers in ths secton durng August was 
ssued Tuesday by the 
Hempstead 


county Health Department. 


Text of the typhoid warning, with 


instruction on safeguarding drink- 
ing water, follows: 


Recent notices have been 
given 


that there', will be aproximately 80,- 
000 Army troops in maneuvers in this 
section of the state. A typhoid epi- 
demic might be expected to follow 
such maneuvers unless immunization 
and sanitary percautions are taken. 


Typhoid is an infectious disease 


which is principally spread through 
contaminated food or water. These may 
become contaminated not only by 
body waste of patients actually sick 
with typhoid, but also by some peo- 
ple who have had typhoid many years 
before and who are now apparently 
well. These people are called healthy 
typhoid carriers. 


There will doubtless be typhoid car- 


riers among these troops. Therefore 
all streams, springs and open wells 
will be potentially unsafe for drink- 
ing purposes 
because any excreta 


left by a typhoid carrier can con- 
taminate a supply which is a great 
distance away, and this lasts for a 
long time. 


With the above warning the Pub- 


lic Health Department wants to sug- 
gest the following percautions: 
""1. If'you do not "Have a'safe' water' 
supply you should boil your drink- 
ing water throughout the summer. You

ping public to gain their desired ends.

chinery of this kind which is being 
mentioned by many congressmen as 
a device to prevent labor troubles in 
the defense industries.
